October 14, 2004

Meeting was called to order by Karen Schouten at 7:00 P.M. 
 
September 2004 Minutes were approved.    
 
Fire Report: No Fire report. 
 
Police Report:  Officer Ken Magnus spoke about what citizens can do to protect themselves 
from being a victim of crimes of opportunity:  do not leave valuables visible in an auto. 
Suggestion was made that the police continue handing out the bright orange cards on how to 
prevent being victims. He said that they arrested a man responsible for several bank robberies 
and a car jacking in the Murray Hill area. He asked what WBNAC consider three top issues: 
Speeding Traffic remained as the top concern. Discussion on why more police officers are 
stationed at the construction sites on Hwy 26 and clarification on the new school speed zones.
